Ss 
vividly, remember iseeing her suddenly 3 in Prison. | 
She had gone with two or three others to knock at 
Mr. Asquith’s door. Some weeks later I was myself 
arrested for attempting to take a petition to the House 
of Commons, and went for two months to Holloway 
Gaol. On the first morning I heard a low voice 
speaking my name. I turned round, and it was some 
seconds before 1 recognised her in the disfiguring
